An aft for eftablifoing an Health-office ', for otherwife 
fecuring the city and port of Philadelphia from the 
introduction of peftilential and contagious difeafes, 
and for regulating the importation of German and 
other pajengers,

VV HE RE AS the laws for preventing pefti- 
lential and infectious difeafes being brought into 
this commonwealth have proved defe&ive, and the 
increafmg intercourfe between the United States 
and foreign countries renders it necefiary to pro- 
vide, as well for the eflablimment of an efficient 
Health-office, as for otherwife more effectually fe- 
curing the port and city of Philadelphia from the 
introduction of peftilential and contagious difeafes s 
and regulating the importation of German and 
other pafiengers : 

Section I. Be it enacled by the Senate and Houfe of 
Reprefentati-ves of the commonwealth of Pennfylvania y 
in General Affcmbly met, and it is hereby enacled by tfe 
authority of the fame, That the mefTuage, tenements, Eftatiifli 
and lot of ground, fituated and being on the mcnt of * 
ifland in the river Delaware, commonly called ^ z l ' on 
State-Ifland, which have heretofore been referved, Sute-iflaud

landed; to procure and- iffue all neceffary fupplies ewardl 
for the ufe of the Health-office; to keep regular 
accounts, as well of fuch fupplies, as of the recep- 
tion and difcharge of all perfons, or the receipt 
and re-delivery of all goods, wares and merchan- 
dize, landed at the Health-office; and, generally, 
to obey and enforce all fuch orders and regulations,

And be it further cnacled by the au- 
thority afore/aid, That the Mayor or Recorder and 
Aldermen of the city of Philadelphia, together 
with three Juftices of the Peace of the Northern 
Liberties and diflricl of Southwark reflectively, 
on the firft Monday of May next, and on the fame 
day of the fame month in each and every year 
thereafter, mall appoint twenty-four perfons, cf 
whom fourteen mall be inhabitants of the citv of 
Philadelphia, five fhall be inhabitants of the Nor- 
thern Liberties, and five fhall be inhabitants of the 
diftrict of Southwark, to be Infpectors of the 
Health-office of the port of Philadelphia by this

An acl to alter and amend the Health-lazes of this 
■ commonwealth, and to incorporate a Board of Ma- 
nagers of the Marine and City Hofpitals of the port 
of Philadelphia, and for other purpofes therein 

mentioned. 

VV IIEP.EAS the laws of this commonwealth 
for preventing the importation of infectious or 
contagious difeafes into the port of Philadelphia, 
and the Heaith-Omce fyftem thereby eftablifhed, 
have been found by experience to be defective. 

Section I. Be it therefore cnacled by the Senate and 
Houfe of Reprefentatives of the commonwealth ofPenn- 
fyhania, in General Affembly met, and it is hereby 
enacted by the authority of the fame, That the buildings Marise 
now erected, and thofe hereafter to be erected, en ™* pIta £ ,ty 
State-Ifland, and the ground therewith referved and eftablifeed. 
therewith occupied, with the appurtenances, be 
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and they are hereby appropriated for the ufe of an 
Hofpital and Stores, to be called the Marine Hof- 
pital of the Port of Philadelphia; which Hofpital 
and Stores are appointed to receive fick and in- 
fected perfons and goods arriving in the port of 
Philadelphia, from any other port or place, until 
the fame fhall be reilored to health and purified; 
and that the meffuages and lots commonly called 
the City Hofpital, fituate on the North fide of 
Saflafras-ftreet, and Eaft fide of the river Schuyl- 
kill, fhall continue to be held and ufed as an hof- 
pital for the city, the townfhips of the Northern 
Liberties and Moyamenfmg, and the diflricl of 
Southwark, and the fame meffuages, buildings 
and lots are hereby vetted in and- fhall be under the
